BEAUTY OF THE DECOKATIOBS. 


G randest Affair Ever W itnessed In 
Country.

C h ic a g o , August 17th.—The great diy of 
the Triennial Conclave of the Knights Temu- 
lar opened cloudy. 
Early in the morning a 
smart rain fell and laid the dust nicely. The 
sun then appeared, and at the hour adver­ 
tised for starting everything was favorable 
for the procession. The different command- 
eries were, however, tardy in getting at their 
appointed places, and it was nearly 11 o’clock 
before the different columns moved. 
By 
that time the sky had clouded and some drops 
of rain tell. 
It had no effect, however, on 
the crowds, who thronged the streets and 
occupied every available inch on the side­ 
walks. The windows were filled shortly after 
8 o’clock, and many people occupied precari­ 
ous positions on the cross-arms of telegraph 
poles. The committee had wisely mode the 
line of march extend over nearly eight miles 


o f ground, and gave a fine opportunity for 
all to see. Along Wabash avenue thousands 
of temporary seats had been erected, and 
were readily rented at good prices. 


THE DECOBATION9 
Were on a profuse and almost extravagant 
scale, nearly every house displaying banners 
with 
Masonic 
devices, 
while 
evergreen 
wreaths and richly-contrasting colors relieved 
the somber hues of ihe buildings and the 
quantity of black required to appropriately 
represent the historical subjects. 
Connected 
with the display of the Conclave the news­ 
paper offices were beautifully decorated, es 
pecially those which were in the direct line 
of the march. 
The wholesale houses and the 
more important retail buildings were also 
covered with banuers. flags, festoons and 
mottoes. Along State street the stores were 
radiant with devices, -everal thousand dol­ 
lars having been expended on some single 
buildings. The sixteen arches on Wabash 
aveune, between Van Buren and Twenty- 
second street, were completed during the 
night and excited great admiration for their 
beauty of design. 


THE UNE OF MARCH 
Was kept open by a strong guard of police- 
meu who flanked the streets, and who were 
assisted by continuous lines of vehicles which 
were ranged on either side of the street and 
occupied by thousands of spectators. 
The 
street care brought apparently endless crowds 
into the streets, and the incoming trams con­ 
tinued to bring the people from the outside 
towns and cities. The Knights gathered on 
four streets facing east. 
The division on 
Lake street, the one farthest north, moved 
first, eastward to Wabash avenue, and upon 
reaching that thoroughfare turned south, and 
continued its march to Twenty-first street. 
As the last of this division reached Washing­ 
ton street, the column in that street filed in 
and followed to Twenty-first. The same was 
done with the columns which were on Mun- 
roe and Jackson streets.

THE FR0CE8SI0N IN MOTION. 
I t was afternoon when the last division 
wheeled into line, and by that time the ad­ 
vance guard of police who headed the proces­ 
sion had reached Lake street on the return 
march. 
It was estimated that nearly 20,000 
Knights were in line, and it required about 
three hours for the entire procession to pass 
a given point. 
Every part of the parade 
went off with the precision thpt is only a t­ 
tended by the best drilled corps, and the 
evolutions were performed with beautiful ex­ 
actness that drew forth round after round 
of applause. The brilliant uniforms, the in­ 
spiring music and the bright sun, which even­ 
tually appeared, rendered the scene remark­ 
able in every respect, and one which will not 
be likely to be witnessed again iu many years, 
as it has never been before. 


TLACDITS OF THE PEOPLE. 
The various Commanderies were heartily 
cheered from the streets and sidewalks, but 
the marks of approbation were the most 
hearty where the evidences of superiority in 
military maneuvers were apparent, and where 
particularly brilliant uniforms were visible. 
The bands were an attractive part of the dis­ 
play, their gay uniforms and music con­ 
tributing to the entertainment fully as much 
as the Knights themselves. The more remarka­ 
ble features were the Commandery of Cleve­ 
land, who escorted the Eminent Grand Master 
in his carriage, drawn by thirteen horses—seven 
white and six black—and a very brilliant 
staff. The Detroit Commandery, St. Johns 
of Philadelphia, the Mount Olive of Erie, 
Roper of Indianapolis, Richard Coeur De 
J.eon of Loudon, Ontario, the Marine Band 
of Washington, South Infantry Band of 
EexiDgton, Ky., and the Sixteenth Regiment 
Band of Ohio—all called out applause. 
The 
streets were finely managed, there being no 
interference with the line of march. 


PRIMATCRE BREAK. 
Much dissatisfaction was expressed when 
it appeared that before the line of march was 
completed almost the entire body broke ranks 
and went to their tents. 
This was particu­ 
larly unsatisfactory to many thousands of 
people who occupied advantageous positions 
in the latter port of the line of march, for 
which they had paid extravagant priceB in 
some cases. 


THE TRIENNIAL MEETING. 
After the parade had terminated so ab­ 
ruptly and disastrously to some of the s;>ec- 
tators, the Sir Knights dined, and then the 
triennial meeting was held at the Asylum, on 
the Lake front. 
The session was secret, and 
it is only known that the usual committees 
were appointed; that the reports of the 
financial officers show the Order to be in good 
condition, the dues from the Grand Command- 
eriea in three years having been $7,021. 
Three hundred members were present at the 
meeting exclusive of the grand officers, who 
number eleven, the Junior Warden beiugdead. 
This is by far the largest attendance since the 
organization of Templarism, the next largest 
being in 1877, at Cleveland, when there were 
209 present. 
ESTIMATE—SUNSTROKE. 
I t is estimated by the Knights themselves 
that there are 30,000 Knights iu the city, and 
12,000 ladies, and that there were 20,000 in 
line to-day. 
Several cases of sunstroke, or prostration 
by heat, were reported, the sufferers all being 
of the procession. 
None of them were seri­ 
ous. 
No accident of any kind occurred to mar 
the pleasure of the day. 


IN THE EVENING. 
The Exposition building was in brilliant 
dress to-night to welcome the guests who at­ 
tended the grand ball. 
The spacious hall 
was more than double the size of the dimen­ 
sions of that used at the National Convec­ 
tion, and was so completely filled that walk­ 
ing about was attended with the greatest 
difficulty. 
Thousands were unable to gain 
admission, and the door3 were locked to the 
applicants for entrance early in the evening. 
The heat inside tvas insufferable, and those 
who were in were glad to get near the win­ 
dows or to leave altogether. The toilets were 
usually elegant, and every feature was pleasant 
except the crowd and heat. 
Music tvas fur­ 
nished for dancing, but it was only possible 
for a few seta. 
The only exercises at the 
building were an address of welcome by Nor­ 
man T. Gassetta, Chairman of the Triennial 
Committee, and a response on behalf of the 
Apollo, Chicago and St. Bernard Command­ 
eries, by Wilder Meghan, who explained that 
his Grand Commander Morse and Grand 
Master Hurlbut were too ill to attend, owing 
to the fatigues of the day. 


MINING NOTES. 


The Spring Valley M ining Company, 
Cherokee, S uite county, lately shipped two 
bricks of gold, worth about $100,000. 
From 1868 to 1875 the estim ated silver 
production of the U nited States was valued 
at $16^ 000,000 ; for Mexico, $140,000,000 ; 
-South America, $56.000,000, and for 
the rest of the world, $63,000,000. 
Prospectors in the mines north of Peno, 
Nev., assure the Journal that they are do­ 
ing well, but prefer to keep quiet until 
they hav9 the bullion to show. 
Several 
are preparing to send away car loads of ore 
for reduction. 
The N orth Car3on mine, says the A p ­ 
peal, upon which so many thousands of 
dollars have been expended, is completely 
deserted. 
There is not even a watchman 
on the ground to look after the buildings 
and other property belonging to the com­ 
pany. 
According to the W innemucca (Nev.) 
Silver Stats, the Humboldt reduction works, 
which have stood idle for two or three 
years on account of lawsuits, are to be re­ 
paired and started up. 
Since the works 
were closed down owners of mines on 
which there are no mills have been obliged 
to sort their ores to a high grade and ship 
them to Salt Lake or San Francisce at a 
great expense.

THE CURRENCY IN GERMANY. 
An irresponsible and anonymous state­ 
ment appears iu the dispatches, to the effect 
that “ the agitatation against an exclusive 
“ gold currency is daily gaining ground” 
in German}* ; that “ the entire question of 
“ the currency Mill bs reopened” at the 
next session of the Reichstag, and that 
“ the President of the Imperial Bank has, 
“ in a remarkable treatise, exposed the 
‘ mistake made in abolishing the silver 
*'standard.” ^Ve sha!l take leave to de­ 
cline credence to these statements, one an.l 
all, until they receive more authoritative 
ontirmation. 'Flic official and semi-official 
Ittenuices OÍ the German Government arc 
apt to be trustworthy, in the first place. 
There has occurred, nothing to warrant the 
belief that any change of views on the sil­ 
ver question has taken place, uor has any­ 
thing taken place tending to encourage 
such a change of view. In short the dispatch 
reads suspiciously like these which Mr. 
Kelly sent from Berlin last year xvhen he 
was there on his mission to convert Bis­ 
marck to bimetallism and pig-iron finance 
generally. The probability of a change in 
the status of the German currency is, in 
fact, too remote for the American silver 
lunatics to repose any faith upon. They 
have tried several times to make believe 
that Germany was coining round to their 
views, but disappointment his attended 
a . their efforts in that direction thus far. 
Germany has had no reason whatever for 
regretting her action in regard to silver, 
and she is lees likely to have such reason 
now that the United States seems almost 
committed to a policy which, if persisted 
in, must bring this unfortunate country to 
the degradation of a silver standard. 
MAKING MISCHIEF. 
here is evidently something wrong at 
the bottom of tiie incident of the publica­ 
tion of I Jambetta’a letter in the V'trilc. It 
turns out that the latter was actually writ­ 
ten by Oambetta, and printed all over 
France, in 1S71. Its tone is such as to 
make this expl&nitiou quite seasonable, 
for it contains outspoken remarks about 
the need of preparations for another con­ 
test with Germany for the recovery of Al­ 
sace and l/irraiae, altogether out of the 
political latitude of 1SS0. Gambctta wrote 
and said a good many things of this kind 
in 1S71- In faH his most conari r.cus 
/atilt at that time was a tendency t . I i ag- 
gadocio which appeared painfully out of 
place under tbo circumstances. But fur 
what purpose did La 1 eritr resurrect this 
compromising letter, and print it now? 
Assuredly not out of friendliness to Gam- 
betta. It is said that the letter caused 
much anxiety at Berlin, and this can 
readily be understood, for in the absence 
o! an explanation it really looked as though 
<Jsmbetta was preparing for a repetition of 
Louis Napoleon’s role at Kms and else­ 
where. It is no doubt true that the senti­ 
ment of the letter still finds a response in 
French hearts, but Fiance as a whole is for 
peace, and it is probable tiiat no Minister 
could remain iu power who at this juncture 
counseled any other than a peaceful policy. 


THE FATE OF THE JEANNETTE.

The Louisville Courier-Jowmal the other 
day undertook to brand as “ a stale Repub­ 
lican lie,” the assertion of the Kecord- 
Union that the Southern States had not 
kept pace with the North in material pro­ 
gress. Fortunately this is a question which 
can be determined in the most conclusive 
manner, since the United States Bureau of 
Statistics has gathered all the data requi­ 
site for a critical comparison between the 
two sections. In this enumeration of the 
relative business of the North and South, 
the latter is made to include the States of 
Virginia, West Virginia, North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Georgia, Florida, Alabama, 
Mississippi, Louisiana, Texas, Arkansas, 
Tennessee and Kentucky. The researches 
which have been made by the Chief of the 
Bureau of Statistics show that of the 
total exports of the country only 22$ 
per cent, were shipped from Southern 
ports, and less than 
2 1 per cent, 
of imports 
were received at these 
ports. 
Ninety per cent, of all the 
interna! trade of the country is now done 
by railroad, but of this the South has only 
7i per cent. Of the entire amount of 
tonnage only 0 per cent, is owned at the 
South. Of the entire amount of revenues 
derived from customs duties the South 
pays only 11 per ceut., and only 17 per 
cent, of the internal revenues, while 05 
per cent, of what it does pay is on whisky 
and tobacco. Further evidence of the 
comparative backwardness of the South in 
material growth is shown in the fact that 
only 17 per cent, of the total weight of 
mails is carried in that region. ' According 
to the latest statistics the South can claim 
no more than 61 per cent, of the manu­ 
factures of the country, and but 31 per cent, 
of the mining products. It issues less than 
71 per cent, of the entire paper currency. 
It Las less than 1 per cent, of the entire 
savings banks deposits, and employs only 
5 per cent, of the full line of bank dis­ 
counts. It has paid but 13 per cent, of 
the cost of the railroad system of the 
country-, and it contributes no more than 
10 per cent, to the entire cost of support­ 
ing the public schools. These are facts 
which oau neither be denied nor explained 
away. They prove the absolute justice 
and truth of what this journal has said in 
regard to the material condition of the 
South, and they fully warrant the infer­ 
ences we have drawn as to the causes of 
this remarkable state of 
backward­ 
ness and stagnation. 
It is perfectly 
evident that the South lias kept pace 
with the North in nothing. In indus­ 
try, in manufactures, in agriculture, in 
commerce of every kind, in education, in 
thrift, in enterprise, it is far behind. 
And in the face of these facts the country 
is asked to accept the assertions of such 
pipers as the Courier-Journal that this 
sluggish and decaying section lias by some 
mysterious process gained an increase of 40 
per cent, in population, though without 
having bettered its condition iu any other 
respect. An increase of 40 per cent, in 
population would involve a proportionate 
grow th in commerce and production and all 
the factors of progress ; but these inevita­ 
ble accompaniments and consequences of 
such a growth of population are all wanting 
at the South, and that alone must dis­ 
credit the pretended results of the new 
census enumeration. 
It cannot bo doubted by any thinking 
man that the South has willfully de­ 
stroyed and flung away its own opportuni­ 
ties, by abandoning itself to that intense 
sictional spirit which dominates it so com­ 
pletely. Klsewhere politics are only inci­ 
dental matters, but at the South they arc 
the first consideration and the last, and 
tin y permeate and control every transac­ 
tion in life. There was a time when, un­ 
der the delusion that all past animosity 
had been buried. Northern enterprise and 
capital proposed to exploit the South. 
But a very few experiments demonstrated 
the fallacy of the idea that the peo­ 
ple of that region 
had undergone 
any change, and the result was that they 
were deserted by those who would and 
could have helped them, and that they 
1 ave been more confirmed than ever in 
their suicidal prejudices since. The fact 
that the South has so small a share and in­ 
terest in the business of the country, 
howea r, suggests the danger which would 
be incurred by allow ing that section to ob­ 
tain control of the Government. An ex­ 
ample of what might happen in such an 
event was supplied recently by Alexander 
H. Stephens, when in a speech to his 
Georgia constituents he proposed as 
one of the measures the Democracy 
would support, the abolition of the entire 
¡..ternal revenue tax. 
This would be 
popular in the South, because whisky and 
tobacco arc the chief articles liable to tax­ 
ation there. But the entire internal reve­ 
nue tax amounts to 3120.000,000 annually, 
and the abolition of it would impose on 
the North fresh an 1 oppressive taxes, and 
compel a suspension in the reduction of the 
national debt. All this would be done to 
relieve a section which even now only pays 
17 per cent, of the internal revenue duties, 
but the plan is a fair specimen of what 
commerce would have to expect from the 
preponderance of Southern counsels in Gov­ 
ernmental affairs. The educational statistics 
of the South are almost as significant as the 
commercial, hut we must at present leave 
our readers to draw their own conclusions 
from the fact that 60 per cent, of the en­ 
tire cost of supporting public schools in the 
United States is raised ami expended 
outside the South. These figures leave no 
ground for surprise that the Southern 
States should not have made more progress, 
but they render it impossible to make a 
plausible showing in support cf the im­ 
possible population gains which it is sought 
to impose upon the country in the interest 
of Democratic Congressional representation.

with middlemen, and to transact this 
business themselves. But it by no means 
follows that they will instantly avail them­ 
selves of the privilege, and it is not cer­ 
tain that they will regard it as an unmixed 
boou. There was one great advantage in 
the old plan. The foreign agents of the 
Chinese capitalists were beyond the rea;h 
of Chinese governmental tyranny. The 
change is calculated to force the Chinese 
merchants to discard their protection in 
this particular. Henceforth they must do 
business openly, and take all the risks 
w’íiich not seldom attach to the reputation 
of wealth in China. Again, it is probable 
that for some time to come the Chinese 
merchants will be content to secure for 
themselves the enormous coast and river 
trade of the Empire, which they w ill have 
no difficulty in monopolizing. In this they 
may injure the resident foreign merchants 
of the treaty ports, but it does not follow 
that any wide spread harm will result 
from the change. 
As time passes they 
may establish foreign trading lines, but 
such enterprises are not arranged on the 
spur of the moment, and we are dis­ 
posed to doubt whether the Chinese 
merchants will for a long time place 
sufficient confidence in the seamanship of 
their own countrymen to prefer vessels 
sailed by them to European or American 
ones. The Chinese are not first-rate sail­ 
ors, and there are very few of them who 
understand navigation. They are likely, 
therefore, to be very slow in adopting any 
important changes in this direction, and 
the advent of the Wo Chung cannot be 
regarded as marking the opening of a new 
era. It is an experiment, merely, and it is 
not at all certain that it will be so suc­ 
cessful as to invite a repetition. The Chi­ 
nese will proceed cautiously and step by 
step, no matter what privileges their 
Government may give them. It is even 
possible that when all the facts are before 
us we shall find that the scope of the new 
Imperial decree has been exaggerated. In 
any event, however, it is safe to predict 
that China is not about to amaze the world 
with any sudden metamorphosis, and that 
no serious or far-reaching consequences are 
likely to result from any present change in 
the commercial policy of her Government, 
save in the most gradual way. 


THE NEW CHINESE COMMERCIAL POLICY. 
In these days everything is rapidly dis­ 
counted, and one result is that the popular 
apprehension of industrial changes often 
forestalls them completely. The recently 
announced removal of restrictions from the 
external commerce of China has been 
viewed in the usual way, with a view to 
foresee and point out whatever it might 
involve. As a consequence predictions 
have been made of remarkable revolutions 
to Bpring from it, and it seems to have been 
concluded by many that the Chinese liael 
been straining against the leash these many 
years, and that they would instantly 
bound forward and begin to contend for 
commercial supremacy with all the world. 
Now the strong probability is that no 
change of perceptible consequence will 
occur for a considerable time. The Chinese 
are the most conservative people on the 
face of the earth, to begin with. They are 
nut lacking in commercial sagacity, but 
they never plunge into new enterprises 
with the feverish haste which is a charac­ 
teristic of Western business men. For 
many years they have been carrying on 
a lucrative business quietly through 
European 
and

PROFESSOR MOMMbEN’S MISFORTUNE. 
The burning of Professor Mommsen’s 
library is one of those irreparable misfor­ 
tunes which suggest no sense of consola­ 
tion, and it threatens to be a disaster, not 
only for the Professor, but for the entire 
literary world. We do not refer to the 
fact that several precious and unique man­ 
uscripts from the Vatican Library, and 
from the rational libraries of Paris, Vienna 
and Berlin, were destroyed, though this 
is a sufficiently serious loss ; but to the 
niter annihilation of Mommsen’s almost 
completed work on the Roman Emperors, 
which was a monumental production, and 
which it is greatly to be feared will never 
be rewritten. The Professor had been en­ 
gaged for years on this, his last great 
work. It was to have supplemented his 
history 'of 
Rome, which is 
only 
brought down to the time of Julius 
Caesar. 
He had been working late 
at night, 
and it seems fell asleep 
over 
some old 
Latin inscriptions. 
Awaking about 3 in the morning he lighted 
his candle and went to bed, and it is sup­ 
posed that in doing this he must have 
thrown the lighted match on the carpet. 
The tiro had been smoldering for some time 
when it was discovered, and w’hen it broke 
out there was uo longer any possibility of 
saving anything. The library contained 
between forty and fifty thousand books, or 
nearly as many as there are in our State 
Library, and among them were many abso­ 
lutely priceless works which can never be 
duplicated. It is said that the unfortunate 
ow ner of the library was almost distracted 
by his misfortune. He tried to rush 
into the burning library to save the 
preciousmannscriptswith which he had been 
intrusted, and when he found that it was im­ 
possible 
save them he completely col­ 
lapsed. The destruction of these man- 
scripts will no doubt tend to the refusal of 
all requests for the loan of such treasures 
hereafter, for it has been made apparent 
that no private enterprise can afford suffi­ 
cient guarantees for their security. It has 
been suggested that the important docu­ 
ments which lie in the great libraries, and 
which are required by historians for con­ 
sultation and comparison, might be copied 
by some chemical process. It appears to us 
that it would be far easier to print copies of 
these manuscripts. TÍiis could be done 
with such precautions that entire accuracy 
would be guaranteed, and as to secresy, 
there are few or no documents now in ex­ 
istence which all the world might not 
read without danger to anyone. 
If 
necessary, however, but one or two cop­ 
ies of the rarest manuscripts need be 
printed. 
The advantage of this plan 
would lie that it would then be unneces­ 
sary ever to remove the originals from their 
place of deposit. It is to be hoped that 
Professor Mommsen may recover the sense 
of his great loss sufficiently to resume his 
historical labors, but ho is already an old 
man, and it seems scarcely probable that 
he will be able to recommence his long and 
arduous labors at this stage and under so 
heavy discouragements. 
THE SIEGE OP CANDAHAR. 
The latest dispatches state that Avoob 
Khan has begun a regular siege of Camla- 
har, and that his troops are rapidly ap­ 
proaching the walls under cover of trenches. 
This would seem to indicate the presence 
of European military men in Ayoob’s staff. 
The Afghans have themselves scarcely any 
knowledge of military science, and it is 
extremely doubtful whether their officers 
could plan regular approaches to a fortified 
place. The rumor that Russian officers 
had been seen in his army receives fresh 
confirmation from the character of the 
eicge works. If Ayoob has any heavy ar­ 
tillery he may be able to give the defend­ 
ers of the city a difficult task, but it is 
hardly conceivable that his wild and un­ 
disciplined host should be capable of ef­ 
fecting a storm. 


G erm an E le m e n ta ry Schools. — In 
Gennau elementary schools six hours are 
given to needlework and knitting. Kuit- 
ting only is taught , in the two lower, but 
even that is done by rule. In the fourth, 
from March to end of August, plain knit­ 
ting backward and forward. At the begin­ 
ning of September a stocking is to lie be­ 
gun : in the third only stocking knitting. 
Sometimes the children küit quietly by 
themselves, but they most frequently do it 
together, stitch by stitch, while the teacher 
very slowly counts or beats time. Pain­ 
fully monotonous it must be for a child 
who has well master.d the work. At one 
the needle is put in ; two, the cotton goes 
over ; throe, the stitch is made ; and at 
four taken off the needle. In the second 
class, aged nine to ten, needlework is be­ 
gun. The children are provided with 
squares of canvas and red cotton, and the 
teacher has a large frame in a stand, on 
which coarse netting is stretched that rep­ 
resents the canvas.

A collision occurred in the Mersey yester­ 
day between the Dublin steamer Lonford and 
the steamer Baltic, for New York. Tbe 
Lonford sank, but her passengers and crew 
were saved. The Baltic put back and went 
to the dock for repairs. 
A Berlin dispatch announces that Count 
Henry Von Arnim, declared guilty of treason 
in contumaciam, desires a rehearing, and has 
expressed a readiness to submit himself to 
Prussian jurisdiction. 
A Buenos Ayres dispatch says : It is re­

Ayres will be elected President of the Re­ 
public. 
A Rome dispatch says : The Pope will 
hold a Consistory on Friday, when he will 
nominate a number of Italian, Spanish and 
transatlantic Bishops and Archbishops.

It is described as a work 
of much merit, which will literally astonish 
the natives of Honolulu. 


THE SUNDAY-SCHOOL SYSTEM. 
Lord llussel!, iu 183‘J, wrote a letter to 
lord Lansdowne, then Lord President of 
the Council, proposing a scheme of national 
education, and lie tells us that for this let­ 
ter he had the express sanction of the 
Queen, whose father, the Duke of Kent, 
had been a warm supporter of the British 
schools. The House of Lords, on the mo­ 
tion of the Archbishop of Canterbury cf 
that day, adopted an address against the 
scheme; and in the Commons the grant 
was only carried by a majority of two. 
The system afterward established was a 
compromise between the friends and the 
opponents of popular education ; aud it 
was not till 1S70, within ten years of the 
centenary of the founding of Sunday- 
schools that School Boards were set up. 
The Sunday-school system was there­ 
fore the pioneer of the national system. 
By Its means two or three generations 
of the poor received almost the only edu­ 
cation they could get. While many among 
the ruling classes in England were resisting 
the education of the people, the members 
of religious congregations all over tbe 
country were stopping in and themselves 
doing the work. It was of courso imper­ 
fectly done, as teaching must he which 
crowds everything into a couple of hours 
in the week. But it was good as far as it 
went, and it prepared the way for better 
things. For a hundred years the Sunday 
schools have been a great civilizing and 
educating influence in this country ; and, 
now that their educational work is taken 
out of their hands, they are only left the 
more free to be the means of that lay in­ 
struction of the people in religion which 
ought to frustrate every effort to lead the 
nation back to any form of ecclesiastical 
ascendency.—[Loudon News.

T emperature o r the R iver W ater.—The 
keeper of the Sacramento railroad bridge in 
this city a t the afternoon of each day takes 
the tem perature of the w ater in the river, 
aud at the close of each month sends a report 
of his daily memoranda to the railroad head­ 
quarters at San Francisco. 
H e takes two 
observations each day, taking them always 
from the same locality, near the center of the 
channel. 
Une is to ascertain the tem per­ 
ature at the top of the w ater and the other 
at the bottom of the river. 
A t this season of 
the year there is generally no appreciative 
difference, but in the winter there is often as 
much as 2J variation in the tem perature be- 
tweeu the upper portion of the current and 
the lower. 
Y esterday the tem perature of 
the w ater was 77° at both upper and lower 
positions. 
The highest it has been thjs sea­ 
son is 79’, which was reached once or twice 
only, aud following three or four hot (lays. 
The lowest reached this summer was 73°, but 
generally since the warm weather became 
settled it has ranged from 75° to 77°. 
The 
tests are made by submerging an oblong tin 
cylinder, in which a therm om eter is a t­ 
tached.
